Young St. Louisan Explains 
Why the Expedition Failed. 


RETURNS FROM THE TRIP 


BALDWIN QUARRELED WITH 
COMMANDER OF “AMERICA,” 


Rilliet Declines to Reveal What the 
Dispute Was About, but Says 
Baldwin Will Not Lead Ex- 


® plorers Next Summer, 


Charles E. Rilliet, aeronautical engineer, 
in charge of the aeronautical section of the 
Baldwin-Ziegler polar expedition, a_ 8t. 
Louisan, who stood within 49% miles of the 
North Pole last May, returned to his home, 
1427 Temple place Tuesday. 

Mr. Rilliet left St. Louis with the motto, 
‘To the pole or bust.’’ His leader, Evelyn 
Briggs Baldwin, a Missourian, commanded 
the finest equipped expedition which had 
ever sailed to question that Sphin f the 
North—the pole. Lieutg Peary declares that 
money will discover the pole. 


Backed by William Ziegler’s millions,

commanding three ships, 42 men and the 
finest equipment that money, science and 
experience could procure Baldwin boasted, 
“T will be first at the pole, and I will plant 
the stars and stripes on the axis of the 
earth.”” This was in 1901. 

He expected to return in 1903, crowned 
with success. He returned September, 1902, 
with dissention among the crew and & re- 
port displeasing to the capitalist who sent 
him poleward. 

Baldwin sailed from Dundee, Scotland, 
on the steam ice-breaking yacht ‘‘Amer- 
ica.”” The “Frithjof’ and the ‘“Belgica,’’ 
seasoned Artic ships, were under his com- 
mand and were designed to be used as sup- 
ply ships on his dash for the pole. 

More than 400 sled dogs, provisioned for 
five years, experts in geographical chart- 
ing, geology, botany and meterology, and 
aeronautics, were members of the expe- 
dition. : 

Baldwin started out to “‘loop the horse- 
shoe,’’ an expression used by Artic explor- 
ers to indicate a journey to the pole by 
starting ‘across the ice from Greenland 
and returning by way of Franz Joseph 


Land. Baldwin reversed this order and 
started his journey on Franz Joseph Land. 


LACKED A LEADER. 
He got within 480 miles of the pole. The 
Duke D’Abruzzi went within 241 miles of 


the mystery. 
Rilliet says: “I am going to reach the pole 


next year.”’ 
“Why didn’t you get there last year?” 
“We needed a leader,’’ answered Rilliet. 
“I think Mr. Ziegler wih start another 
expedition for the pole next summer. I 
hape to be a member of the party. I do 
not think that Mr. Baldwin will be the 


leader. 

“The difficulty of traveling over ice packs 
hars the way to the me Cold is no ob- 
stacle. When dressed properly I suffered 
no more from the frigid Artic weather 
than from a Missouri winter. But the ice, 
those great packs which pile up in thous- 
ands of fantastic shapes to the north of 
Crown Prince Rudolph land keep the ex- 
plorer from the goal. The packs are about 
15 feet high and rough. 

“One succeeds another in endless terrace. 
The journey to the pole over the ice will 
be a continued ‘shoot the chutes.’ The 
dog sled climbs the hummock with toll and 
shoots down the other side with incredita- 


ble rapidity. 
POLE IN OPEN SEA. 

‘IT believe fhat the pole is located in 
open sea. Starting April 1, before the ice 
pack begins movement, one might dash 
across the ice to the pole in 100 days. This 
was Mr. Baldwin's idea and in furthering 
it we made a cache (store house) of 15 
tons of provisions at the extreme end of 
Crown Prince Rudolph Land last April. 

‘‘This was to be used on the final dash 
for the pole, next April. We were out & 
@ays from ship and traveled 600 miles to 


make the cache. But after Mr. Baldwin 
returned to ship he became involved in al- 
tercations with Capt. Johanson, the sailing 
master of the America, and afterward re- 
turned to the United States. 

“T cannot discuss the Getails of this quar- 
rel nor Pate fenoons why Mr. Baldwin failed 
to reach the pole. 

He commanded a splendid expedition, the 
finest ever headed north. He was placed 
over a cfew of experts in various ii

Physicians who have studied Prof. Lo- 
renz’s methods agreed with him that the 
accident would work no permanent injury 
to the child. The case was put by Dr. 
T. A. A. Davis as follows: 

“The chief difference between Prof. Lo- 
renz’s methods and those we have been in- 
structed in is that he uses four times as 
much force in his manipulations as the 
books prescribe. He also puts on a plas- 
ter cast of four times the weight the texts 
recommend.”’

Many similar stories could be told of the 
finance minister’s skill in confuting his 
opponents. 

t is rare for a statesman to hold one 
post for so long a period as ten years: it is 
still rarer for him to have made the start- 
ling changes in his country’s affairs that 
M. de Witte has made. It would be a 
marvelous record jn any country to have 
done what he has done; but in Russia, 
where he has always had to struggle 
against the most determined opposition, 
and to combat reaction, ignorance, aris- 
tocratic ill-will and many other difficul- 
tles which might have proved overwhelm- 
ing, his achievements are little short of 
miraculous. 

When _M. de Witte beeame minister of 
finance Russia's revenue was ,000,000 ; 
this year it is close to $1,000,000,000: that is 
to say, it has been practically doubled. 
During the last ten years the finance 
minister has never had a balance on the 
wrong side of his budget—he has always 
been able to show a surplus of from - 
000,000 to $100,000,000. The result of this has 
been that he has reduced the national 
dlebt by $400,000.000! And this in spite of 
the fact that he has greatly relieved the 
oorer classes of the burden of taxation, 
is aim always having been to raise the 
major portion of the taxes indirectly.

east of the Santa Fe Railroad Co.'s prop- 
erties and about half a mile out of the 
proven oil belt, some 30 miles southeast of 
this place. The location selécted was imm>- 
diately in the bottom of a deep and nar- 
row canyon some four .or five miles long 
and as rocky as the proverbial road to 
Jerusalem. For the first 800 feet drilled the 
formation encountered was sandstone, firm- 
ly laid and adamantine in its hardness. 


Drilled Into 

a Subterranean Lake. 

No casing was put into this hole, as it 
was entirely unnecessary. Caving of thé 
sides and other troubles incidental to drill- 
ing in this fleld were unknown, and every- 
thing was going smoothly, when, without 
the slightest warntng. the bit broke throug : 
the last layer of sandstone, and plunged in- 
to a lake of heaving sand. Nothing couli 
be done; the tools floated on the thick mass 
and would not sink. The sand, glistening 
like silver, stuck to the heavvy steel bit 
and seemed as elusive as quicks{lver to the 
touch. Casing was brought, and though it 
was the heaviest drive pipe obtainable, it 
could not be forced through the pecullar 
contents of the pit. A dead line, headed 
by a five-pound plummet, recorded a depth 
of 150 feet and would sink no farther. 


Came After 
West Indian Disaster. 

Shortly after the recent West Indian dis- 
aster, which resulted in the destruction 
ot St. Pierre, water began to flow in small 
quantities from the hole, A slight shock 


of earthquake was felt in this region about 
that time, too, and iImme@iately the flow 
or water increased to some 25 or 30 inches. 
After the last disturbance, the water be- 
came very clear and intensely metallic in 
all its reflections, and was suddenly 0- 
pled with millions upon. millions of tiny 
fish, which when removed from thé water 
were seen to be blind, gilless and trans- 
parent, seeming to breathe through many 
minute bronchiae growing (like those of. 
@ young salamander) where the _ usual 
breathing apparatus of a fish tis placed. 
Though evidently entirely blind, their sense 
of smell, or touch, seems exquisitely de- 
veloped, as they swim easily about the 
narrow confines of the 14-inch pipe. 


The Fish 
Are Transparent. 

The water has gone down s0 of late that 
it flows but shallowly over the edge of the 
pipe, thence down into the creek bed, a few 
feet below. The fish are thus compelled 
to remain in the pipe, and, on cloudy days, 
“appeared packed so densely that one won- 
Jers how they ever get loosened up again. 
They are quite transparent, every internal 
arrangement being visible when one is held 
up to the sun. They cannot endure light, 
and die almost immediately, if allowed to 
lic in the sun or are kept in water upon 
which the sun shines. 

e first water which came from this 
hole was very hot, and many dead fish 
were brought up by it. Since this second 
flowing, however, the water is amazingly 
cold and tastes strongly of sulphuric, ar- 
senic and magnesia. iat what the fish 
live on does not appear, though they are 
fat and healthy. oubtless there is a 
plentiful food supply in that underground 
sea, from which many think they came. 
Specimens will be sent to Washington, to 
the scientists gathered there an their 
identification made certain.

' Countless Myriads. 

The fish are small—none over three 
inches in length—and slender bodied, like 
the smelt commonly caught on this coast.

RESULT OF NEW AGENCY 


Mrs. Fiske, Henrietta Crosman and 
Mr. Hackett’s Independent Move- 
ment in Opposition to the 
Syndicate. 


According to the statement of James K. 
Hackett, who is playing ‘‘The Crisis’ at 
the Olympic this week, St. Louis will have 
another commodious and up-to-date theater 
before Jan. 1, 1904. 

This theater will, so Mr. Hackett declares, 
be the outcome of the independent booking 
agency organized by Mr. Hackett, Mrs. 
Fiske and Henrietta Crosman. He says he 
is not at liberty to go into details, but 
stands sponsor for the fact that the new 


theater will be built. 
Through this new booking agency, which 


has been organized in opposition to the 
Theatrical Syndicate—which does all the 
booking for the Olympic and Century the- 
aters in St. Louis and for about 99 per cent 
of all the theaters in the large cities in 
the United States—the owners of the new 
St. Louis theater and all other theaters 
who do business with the independent 
agency are assured of 20 good attractions 
to start with and Mr. Hackett says there 
are at least 10 other high-class attractions 
ready to come in as soon as they are as- 
sured of theaters enough to keep them 
busy half the season. At present there are 
tive cities from which independent attrac- 
tions are —— barred by the syndicate, 
and St. Louis is one, because the man- 
agers of ‘the popular-priced houses do not 
like to put in an occasfonal high-priced 
attraction. 

This will be Mr. Hackett’s last engage- 
ment at the Olympic and probably his last 
appearance in St. Louis until the new the- 
ater is built. In speaking of the new 
agency Mr. Hackett says: 

“We are not fighting the trust. We have 
simply formed this independent booking 
agency for the purpose of securing time 
for those who may desire it. It is not 
an organization formed for gain. We do 
not profit directly one penny by the work 
we do. Our object is simply to put man- 
agers of attractions into direct communi- 
cation with managers of theaters. 

“We make no contracts. You might, per- 
haps, call us an intelligence agency. Up 
to the present time we have in the neigh- 
borho of 500 cities on our list. We abso- 
lutely control seven attractions.”’ 

Mr. Hackett is very sanguine of the suc- 
cess of the new venture and says there is 
no doubt that the new theater will be built 
in St. Louls on time. He believes the con- 
ditions here warrant such a theater and 
says that another one would have been 
built here some time ago had not the Cen- 
tury’s contract with the syndicate prohibit- 
ed the syndicate from furnishing it with 
attractions.

70,000 TONS OF 
COAL NEXT WEEK 


Estimated Output of the An- 
thracite Fields, - 


60,000 TONS MINED TODAY 


THIS WILL BE INCREASED 20 PER 
CENT ON FRIDAY.

The Normal Weekly Yield Is 1,150,- 
OOO Tons and in a Few Weeks 
This Condition Will Again 
Obtain. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILKESBKARRE, Pa., Oct. 23.—More 
than 700,000 tons of hard coal will be mined 
next week, according to the figures of the 
mining inspectors of the éight state dis- 
tricts. 

These officials have just completed an ex- 
amination of the condition of the mines 
which are to open today. The nearest estl- 
mate of the shipments to be obtained is 
that 45,000 tons of hard coal are practically 
ready to be loaded in the cars. This rep- 
resents the reserve supply in all the mines. 
In addition to this store, it is estimated 
that at least 69,000 tons will be mined today 
and. shipped on Friday. The estimate for 
l’riday is 80,000 tons and for Saturday 120,- 
000 tons. It is believed that all the avail- 
able mines will be tn full running order by 
Monday of next week. 

The uncfficial estimate of the output of 
the various districts next week is as fol- 
lows:

The normal weekly output of the eight 


districts is 1,150,000 tons. 

Reports are coming in from all over the 
mining region that many engineers, firemen, 
pumpmen, carpenters and company hands 
have failed to get their places back. The 
old employes are faring better with the 
individual companies than with the large 
companies. A delegation of carpenters, 
made up from many collieries in the Wy- 
oming region, called at President Mitchell's 
headquarters at noon and laid their griev- 
ances before him.

The fire or- 
iginated, it is claimed, through the care- 
lessness of a workman employed during the 
strike.

ASTRONOMERS CELEBRATED. 


Experiment on Rotary Movement of 
Earth the @ccasion. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—An interesting cere- 
mony has just been carried out at the 
Pantheon, namely the renewal of the pop- 
ular demonstration at the experiment on 
the rotary movement of the earth, original- 
ly made by the astronomer Foucault in 1551. 
and interrupted by the coup d'etat of Dec. 
2, 1851, when the Pantheon was restored as 
a place of public worship. 

The pendulum, composed of piano wire 
about 250 feet long, was attached to the 
summit of the dome of the Pantheon and 


from it was suspended a ball weighing 56 
pounds and having a steel stylus fixed be- 
neath it. whife underneath on the floor was 
erected a round table, having marked on it 
the divisions of the compass. A little heap 
of sand was run around the table. 

Camllle Flammarion, astronomer, and 
Senator Chaumfe. minister of public in- 
struction, delivered appropriate speeches in 
the presence of a large assembly, which in- 
cluded numerons scientists. 

Then the minister, with a taper, burned 
a silk cord attaching the pendulum te the 
side of the table and the pendulum swung 
across the table. cutting through the sand, 
each swing widening the trench slightly 
unti! the table appeared to he revolving.

The consensus of opinion in that distin- 


punishing oriminals, motives should be 
considered rather than results. For ex- 
ample, if a man attempted murder and 
failed, the accident of his failure should 
not materially reduce his sentence. On this 
point the convention was almost unani- 
mous. The two objects of punishment are 
to protect society and reform the criminal. 
In the opinion of these eminent students 
of the subject, the man who seeks to com- 
mit a crime, though unsuccessful, is just 
as dangerous to society and just as much 
in need of reforming as though he had 
been able to carry out his intent.
